At another point, Sisco said that 
last week's appearance before the 
UN by Yasser Arafat “does reflect 
a broad support for the PLO and 
for Arafat” in the Arab world and 
the international community at 
large. But he noted that he did 
not see “any real openings” toward 
progress in Arafat’s speech. Spe- 
cifically, he said, Arafat had not 
renounced the use of terrorism and 
his proposal for a secular Pales- 
tinlan state “would have eliminated 
the State of Israel.”

The 
terrorist group further claimed that 
its squad was holding 8. “military in- 
Stallation” in Beisan which was al- 
leged to be “occupied by a number 
of enemy intelligence officers and 
their families.” 

It was only at 3 p.m. that PDFLP 
seid thet their men had “blown 
themselves up” along with the apart- 
ment building.

The Beisan outrage was yesterday 
played up by almost all Arab radio 
station's including Cairo radio which 
termed the terrorist attack as a 
“daring commando operation.”

He spoke in the Knesset last night after three Arab, 
terrorists shot their way into an apartment in Beisan 
early in the morning and killed four Israelis, two of 
them middle-aged women, before Israeli soldiers 
gunned them down in a lightning raid three hours later. 
Murdered by the terrorists were Yehuda Bivas, 52, 
his wife, Zohara, 50, Mazal Edri, 40, and Jean Pierre 


Alimi, 42. 

The Army spokesman last night 
revised the desth tol to four 
after it was announced three were 
Killed because one body was found 
to be that of Bivas. The Army 
spokesman said that a pathological 
examination later had established 
that fact. 

Delivermg a Government state-

BEISAN. — For the 12 families of 
the four-storey uilding on this 
town's southern outskirts, yester- 
day’s ordeal began shortly after 
dawn.

Residents demand 
guns for protection

BHISAN, — Hundreds of local res- 
idents went to the local police 
headquarters last night, demanding 
arms and asking to join the locai 
civil guard, At a special meeting in 
the police station, Nitsav Shimon 
Eshed, Northern Police Command- 
er, ordered reservists to be given 

weapons immediately. 

Arms, including Uzi sub-machine- 
guns and US. semi-automatic car- 
bines, were allocated from the police

David Adom and local authorities 
tried to iotate Bivas among the 
wounded. Only later did a police 
Officer. think of looking for him 
among the bodies of the terrorists. 


a- terrorist attack and woke up her 
four brothers and sisters and pa- 
rents, urging them to jump out of 
the second storey window. 
Meanwhile, the terrorists’ shots 
were already penetrating the apart- 
ment’s entrance door and shortly 
afterwards they tried to force it 
open. But by the time they got in, 
the entire Ohana family had al- 
ready jumped to safety, suffering 
bone fractures and sprained legs. 
The terrorists then ran up the 
third-floor Bivas apartment. Zsther’s 
vigllance and presence of mind 
saved er eutire family. Her 13- 
year-old brother Eliahu was the 
only one to escape unhurt. AS 2000 
as he landed safely on the ground, 
he was the first to alert the police. 
For Bloria Hayot, the young, at- 
tractive blonde mother of a three- 
month-old beby girl, who lives on 
the fourth floor of the building, the 
attack meant a 24-hour, agonizing 
wait with her child in a back-room 
of her flat, hoping against hope

entered an apartment house here 
early yesterday morning and murder- 
ed four local residents before being 
killed by an army unit which storm- 
ed the building. Twenty other re- 
sidents were injured as they sought 
to escape, many of them jumping 
out of the windows. 

Angry mobs gathered in the street 
outside, and a few residents broke 
past @ police cordon and threw the 
bodies of the terrorists down to the 
crowd, screaming with rage. They 
fell upon the bodies and finally set 
them alight before police moved in 
with water cannon and removed 
them. 

The terrorists carried typewritten 
leaflets identifying their organiza- 
tion and setting forth the names of 
some 20 men whose release they 
were demanding for the release of 
hostages they intended to take in 
the building. The list was headed by 
Archbishop Hilarion Capucci. 

The terrorists, members of the De- 
mocratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine headed by Nayef Hawat- 
meh, cut through the security fence 
along the Jordan border at dawn, 
and joined workmen gathered at a 
collection point in Beisan, waiting to 
be taken to a factory. The terrorists 
wore ordinary work clothes and went 
unnoticed in the group. 

The shooting aroused the rest of 
the neighbourhood, and the head of 
the Municipal Education Depart- 
ment phoned Mayor Yitzhak Kenan, 
who alerted the police. Children, 
some of them bloodstained from 
their wounds after jumping out of 
the windows, also ran to the nearby 
police station to raise the alarm. 
The air raid sirens were sounded 
to get the residents off the street 
and into the shelters. 

In the house opposite, a fireman 
identified as Nissim got the car 
keys from a neighbour's Volkswagen 
to alert the police, but was shot 
at by the terrorists as he tried to 
reach the parked car. They missed 
him, and with the aid of another 
neighbour he. put a ladder against 
a wall and started evacuating te- 
nants from the besieged house. 

“Mrs, Salika Ohana, a pregnant 
mother of three, was leaving for 
work, when she ran into the terror- 
ists in the corridor. She fled back 
into her flat with the terrorists in 
pursuit and jumped out of the win- 
dow from another room with her 
three children. All of them were 
injured. ᾿ 

Jean Pierre Alimi, who lives in 
the opposite house and was awa- 
kend by the shots. Immediately rea- 
lising what was happening, he rushed 
to help. The terrorists shot at him 
from thelr window vantage point, 
hitting him in his forehead, and 
killing him instantly. 

Two men, Rafael Ben/Hammo and 
8 member of 2 nearby kibbutz who 
asked to remain anonymous, were 
attracted to the scene by the shoot- 
ing and started shooting back at 
the terrorists with their own smail 
arms. They thus kept the terrorists 
occupied. and unable to carry out 
the rest of their plot, until the 
police arrived and the army unit 
was brought up. 

They left the group and walked in- 
to the apartment house at 1576 


Rehov Hahistadrut at the southeastern 
end of town, choosing the extreme 
corner staircase. They moved shortly 
before five o'clock in the morning, 
after the civil guard had ended its 
watch and the street lighting had 
been turned off, 

They made their way up the stairs 
of the four-storey building, trying to 
open doors, using a small axe they 
had brought in one case. On the 
staircase they met Mrs. Mazal Edri, 
40, who was just returning to her 
flat from the home of the Bivas fa- 
mily, where she called early every 
morning to wake Mrs. Zohara Bivas, 
who worked with her. The terrorists 
stabbed her to death with the com- 
mando knives they carried, in order 
not to draw attention to themselves 
with the noise of shooting. Finally 
they entered the ‘third-floor Bivas 
flat, whose door gave way easily. 
Inside they shot and killed Mrs. Bi- 
vas, 50, and her husband Yehuda, 52. 
The three Bivas children escaped by 
jumping out of a window. 

Once the shooting had started te- 
nants of all the flats in the building 
started to flee. Some jumped out of 
the windows, sustaining injuries, in- 
cluding broken legs, while others 
hurriedly made escape lines by tying 
sheets, curtains, electric cables or

Dov Sion, appearing with Informa- 
tton Minister Yariv at 8 press con- 
ference in Jerusalem, said the pre- 
sumption was that the assailants 
had infiltrated from Jordan (the 
Jordanian border is only five kms, 
from Beisan) though their origin 
would probably have been Syria. 

They had carried forged Jordan- 
jan identity cards, apparently used 
to facilitate thelr crossing ‘from 
Syria into Jordan, and tracks had 
been found leading from the Jor- 
danian border towards Beisan. En 
route, they seemed to have stopped 
to eat Jordanian canned meat and 
smoke Jordanian cigarettes, leaving 
the cans and cartons which army 
trackers later found. 

T/A Sion added that the army 
had no information of Jordanian 
collaboration with the terrorists. 

‘The army spokesman confirmed re- 
ports from Beisan that at least 
ome and possibly two of the bodies 
had been burned by enraged citizens. 
He explained that the army unit 
which had assaulted the building 
and killed the terrorists had soon 
departed, leaving local police in 
charge. While the policemen were 
occupied defusing the explosive 
charges that the terrorists had 
brought with them, some local peo- 
ple hed entered the apartment and 
flung the bodies out of the windows 
for burning below. 

Mr. Yariv “in the name of the 
government” condemned the burn- 
ing and strongly condemned any 
action or contemplated action 
against Israeli Arabs or the West 
Bank population. 

T/A Sion sald the terrorists had 
brought a loudhailer with them and 
leafiets demanding the release of 
14 prisoners, including Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci — but they had 
not used them apparently because 
they failed to take any hostages 
alive.

Nayef Hawatmeh's Popular Demo- 
cratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, which perpetrated yes- 
terday’s outrage at Beisan, is an 
integral part of Yasser Arafat's Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization, In- 
formation Minister Aharon Yariv 
stressed yesterday. 

Mr. Yariv, a former head of mili- 
tary intelligence, said that Arafat's 
“olive branch," which the PLO 
chariman had ostensibly extended in 
his UN speech last week, had proved 
to be “a dagger.” The Beisan attack 
would help Israel “remove the 
mask" of the PLO and reveal its 
true countenance, Mr. Yariv said. 

The attack had proved that in- 
ternational recognition and approval 
for the PLO, so far from moderating 
its methods, in fact encouraged 
Arafat and his henchmen to per- 
petrate further dastardly crimes. 

Mr. Yariv said that the onus 
was on Jordan to prove that it had 
not cooperated with the assailants 
and did not condone their action. Is- 
rael would not deduce from the at- 
tack “at this stage” that Jordan 
had changed its policy following the 
Rabat summit and was now backing 
the terrorist groups.

She jumped after 
them, but was caught in the washing 
line on the floor below and was 
suspended there until she was res- 
cued. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
and the O.C. Northern Command, 
Aluf Rafael Eitan, were on the 
scene as the army unit detailed to 
deal with the terrorists arrived. Its 
action was postponed until all the 
evacuees were safely out of range. 
Then, at 1.45 the order was given, 
and while border policemen and 
police directed intensive fire at the 
flat, the soldiers broke in, firing their 
guns. All the terrorists were dead 
within a few minutes. None of the 
soldiers was hurt. 

After the action, the small flat 
was 2 scene of destruction. Four 
bodies including that of Yehuda Bi- 
vas, lay on the floor in pools of 
blood, with more blood covering 
Most of the floor, The washroom 
where Mrs, Bivas had been murdered 
was covered with blood. The walls 
were splattered with bullet ‘holes 
and not a single stick of furniture 
remained whole. 

With the terrorists were found 
several kilos of explosives, 10 Rus- 
sian-made grenades, Kalachnikov 
rifles, and small axes for breaking 
doors. They also had a loud-hailer 
to carry on their planned negoti. 
ations.

In a coffee shop further down 
Jaffa. Road, 2 man reported he had 
been sitting for an hour — from 
14 am. till noon — and was the 
only customer. Three waitresses 
stood by idly, waiting to serve him. 

A visit to Jerusalem's butcher 
shops also revealed sluggish trade. 
Not only did imported beef rise 
in price, but locally produced meat 
and poultry 88 well, as almost all 
livestock feed is imported.

walks of 22 streets.” He said most 
of these streets were narrow and 
located in residential areas.

Since 
then, he said, the police have been 
slack in enforcing the law about 
parking on sidewalks and in parks.

‘Staff disputes

No mailboxes,

Many residents of the Jewish 
Quarter in Jerusalem's Old City 
may soon find themselves with.

Building contractors generally 
fit each apartment house with a 
Tow of mailboxes for all flats in 
the building. In the Old City, 
however, most of the homes in 
the renovated quarter are not 
large multi-family dwellings, and 
contractors did not bother? with 
mailboxes. 

When the homeowners were 
approached by postal officials re~ 
cently and asked to instal them, 
they refused. They told the of- 
fitials"te order the Company for 

. the Reconstruction of the Jewish 
Quarter to’ buy and instal the 
boxes. 

“We don’t care who pays for 
the majIboxes,” a Communica- 
tions Ministry official told The 
Jerusclem Post. “All we know is 
that no mail will be delivered to 
homes without boxes in a few 
weeks’ time. These people will 
have to come to the post office 
to fetch their mail.”

While experts ruled out a direct 
link between musgely and cholera, 
they did say the polluted mussely 
were to blame for other contagious 
diseases around Naples, such as 
typhoid fever and hepatitis. 

Police destroyed hundreds of tous 
of mussels grown in the port, where 
noples discharges its sewage un- 
prowessed. 

Former Government Commissary 
Luigi Fabiani was accused of failin 
to destruy the Mussel beds “because 
he was concerned with the reaction 
of the mussel growers," the judge 
said im his report.

MOETSET HAPOALOT — Pioneer 
Women — has initiated, and lobbied 
for women's rights legislation over 
the years. But a department encom- 
τ passing 511 the legal aspects of “im- 
proving the ‘status of women” was 
only recently formed — resulting 
from a resolution passed at the Mo- 
εἴδει Hapoalot convention last 


spring. 

“In the old days,” explained Rina 
Dotan, director of this new Depart- 
ment ‘for Legislation, Legal Aid 
and Soclei Security, “our leaders 
were among the women In the Knes- 
set, Anything decided upon here 
had ready advocates in the legisla- 
ture. However, other women are in 
the Knesset today, and besides, our 
work has expanded tremendously; 
things which used to be ad hoc now 
have to be organized on a continue 
ing. professional basis.” 

As its name indicates, the depart- 
ment will include the Legal Aid bu- 
reaus which, for a number of years, 
have assisted women and famifes 
in exercising and defending their 
legal rights. Some of the bills or 
amendments which will be drafted 
by the Legislative Section of the 
department are, In fact, results of 
experience In the Legal Aid bureaus. 

‘We initiated, for instance, an 
amendment to the inheritance law 
to try to relieve tensions between 
the widow (or widower) and the 
parents of the deceased spouse. Ac- 
cording to the original law, when 
there is no will the surviving spouse 
receives half of the property, the 
children 2/6 and the parents 1/6. 
In the case of a flat or car, this 
obviously created problems, since 
such property cannot be divided but 
also could not be sold without the 
parents’ permission. Our amend- 
ment specifies that the parents have 
no claim to the flat or car if there 
are orphans --- in which case the 
surviving spouse and the children 
have sole right. If there are no 
children, the parents’ rights remain 
as they were.” (Mrs, Dotan did not 
seem disturbed that this represents 
discrimination against the childless 


survivor.) 
ADOPTION 

According to Mrs. Dotan, another 
area of friction between widows and 
in-laws was the adoption of the 
children after re-marriage. “Often 
the grandparents weren't even in- 
formed and only heard about it in- 
cidentally, At our urging, there is 
now a regulation that such adoption 
cases cannot be dealt with by the 
courts until the grandparents have 
been given the chance to be heard.” 

Of ‘course, not ali of the iegisla- 
tion initiated or supported by Mo- 
etset Hapoalot is related to the ex- 
perience of the Legal Aid Bureaus. 
For instance, though not alone in 
the fleld, Moetset Hapoalot is activ- 
ely advocating the need to change 
the abortion laws, They ‘do not 
necessarily concur with Marcia 
Friedman's demand for free abor- 
om tions for everyone, but Moetset Ha- 
poalot does believe that abortions 
should be legally available for cases 
where they are socially indicated, 
such as unwed mothers, divorced 
couples, etc. “Of course, we would 
want a responsible committee de- 
elde each case individually, Even 
more important, we simultaneously 
are pressing the Ministry of Health 
and other agencies to establish a 
comprehensive network of family 
Planning services which would serve 
ideally to reduce the mumber of 
cases which reach the stage where 
abortion is needed,” explained Mrs. 
Dotan. 

A bill of human and civil rights 
recently passed first reading in the 
Knesset, and Moetset Hapoalot was 
disturbed to find that existing mar- 
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men and should be a “barometer of 
morale.” 

During their course the budding 
education officers have a crowded 
schedule of lectures by army person- 
nel and outside specialists on sub- 
jects ranging from Middle East po- 
lities to the technique of preparing 
8 weekly news sheet for their unit. 
“Few dramatic things happen in 
education, but yours is one of the 
hardest jobs in the army,” the lec- 
turer cautioned. 

Young Seren (captain) Ehud must 
have what is one of the most pleas- 
ant jobs in the army. He is in 
charge of the one-week rest-and- 
information courses which every 
Soldier is supposed to attend at 
least once, possibly twice, during 
hig three-year service. Usually units, 
tegether with their officers, go on 
the course, which is given in two 
centres in Netanya and in Jeru- 
salem, 

The Charles Clore Soldiers House 
{Beit Hahayal) in Jerusalem is an 
attractive building, tucked away 
from public view in a corner of Sa- 
cher Park. Run by the Soldiers Wel- 
fare Association it has a 120-bea 
hostel, heated swimiming pool, Ub- 
rary, discotheque, synagogue and 
club rooms. ᾿ 

The purpose of the rest-and-infor- 
mation course is to get the soldiers 
out of their routine in the field. Their 
days are devoted half to lectures 
and half to sight-seeing trips. Lec- 
tures may be on politics, Zionism, 
religion, immigrant artists::— the 
range is as wide as the educal 
offieer chooses to make it.” 

Many citizens and tourists have 
Noticed groups of soldiers at public 
functions, such as Holocaust me- 
Morials at Yad Vashem. These are 
the men of the Beit Hahayal rest- 
and-information course. For some, 
the tour of local jandmarks is a 
veritable journey of discovery. A 
young sabra from Ramat Gan, who 
was taking the course for the sec- 
ond time, said: “For me the course - 
13. a rest, it does not add much, but 
1 always learn something.” A young 
immigrant from Russia, 13 months 
in the country, said: “It’s an eye- 
opener for me.” A tank driver from 
Afula summed it all up with: “For 
this course I'm willing to sign up 
with the permanent army.”

Within {ts Social Security section, 
the new department will help imple- 
ment the inclusion of housewives 
under National Insurance. Next 
year, regulations will be published 
regarding insurance avallable to 
housewives under the Disability In- 
surance law, Members of the staff, 
which includes female lawyers and 
jurists, are now conferring with the 
Naticnal Insurance Institute on such 
questions as: What constitutes dis- 
ability for a housewife? How will 
benefits be computed and how, τς 
well as how much. will she pay far 
the insurance? The Social Security 
diviston will also apply itself to the 
problem of pensions. ν 

“And then there are all sorts df 
matters of principle, smal] signs of 
discrimination. For instance,” Mrs. 
Dotan pointed out, “we recently dis- 
covered that children of men teach. 
ers receive a 55% reduction in high 
schoz] tuition fees, while children 
of women teachers are only entitled 
to a 35 reduction. We wrote to the 
Minister of Education about this 
violation of the ‘equal pay for equal 
work' law, His reply, of course, was 
that the man teacher is the ‘primary 
bread-winner’ and the woman only 
the ‘secondary bread-winner.’ In 
eases where the woman is the only 
wage-earner, such as widows and 
divorcees, the 55% discount is 
granted.” ἢ 

In conjunction with the U.N.'s 
specification of 1975 as Women's 
Year, but also for purely domestic 
reasnns, Moetset Hapoalot would 
like to see a government-sponsored 
committee formed to study and deal 
with the problems of women, along 
the lines of the Katz Committee on 
Underprivileged Children and Youth. 
“In this way,” Mrs, Dotan concluded, 
“maybe some of this discrimination, 
and the outmoded attitudes behind 
it, can be eliminated.” 


Appeal to Britain

LEONARD BERNSTEIN has writ- 
ten many very beautiful pieces of 
. gounds unmistakeably Jewish, though 


though based on tone-rows and all 
kinds of technical manipulations, 


it is a painfully narrow conception 
of Jewishness, But for Bernstein 
this Jewishness is merely an applied 
idiom, nothing more than a source 
of material, and Bernstein's identi- 
fication with this source is exter- 
nal and superficial, And the nume- 
rological and anagogical manipula- 
tions on which some of the material 
is based apparently in accordance 
with the Kabbalistie-Bassidie back- 
ground of the subject are completely 
Meaningless as realities of sound.
